The Difference a Year Makes 


Washington, D. C.—Last year everybody wanted “credit” for the Soil 
Bank idea. This year it may not survive the fund fight. 

Nobody could even claim that the program should be measured 
for merit according to only one year of chaos in which there was a 
mad rush to get it through under the election wire. Yet, it’s both 
amusing and pathetic to note the number of “statesmen” who couldn't 
find the faults last year—and who see the shortcomings in such bril- 
liant light now that a budget fight is raging. 

Elected officials here who switched horses on the subject of the 
Soil Bank are not fickle. They’re just expedient. Look at it this 
way—1957 is an odd-numbered year; last year was even, multiplied 
by four. Here is a joker that has hounded us every four years right 
down through history. 

In "56 there was high bidding for the farm vote, with hopes of 
using it to win two treasured trophies—a party president and control 
of Congress. But now is budget year. Object is to scratch or crash 
every entry—every move made, tried or proposed—by the opposition 
And line-ups composed of a Republican Administration and a Demo- 
cratic Congress (with a narrow control margin) make it a good scrap 


Acreage Reserve . . . In or Out? 


If you are a real good guesser, take your pick. Otherwise you 
can flip a coin to decide whether the Senate will restore Acreage 
Reserve funds cut out by the House. We guess they will, after much 
more wrangling, and that the House—after laying groundwork for new 
legislation of its own—will go along for at least one more year. But 
you can bet that the Congress will continue to take soundings from 
home 

With no funds, of course, the Acreage Reserve feature of the Soil 
Bank will have lived a short, election-year, span. More difficulty arises 
when “they” start to knock Conservation Reserve in the head, since 
that would involve cancelling some long-term government contracts 
It will stay. 

While more of the farm leaders in the House and Senate are not 
happy with the Soil Bank, they would take another long look rather 
than strike it out before substitute measures are installed. 

It is freely talked behind some doors at the capital that the House 
is not really serious about killing the Acreage Reserve immediately— 
that this is a move to make Secretary Benson come up with some new 
and more specific proposals in the way of a farm program. (Ag. Com- 
mittee has asked him for a report.) However, it is almost certain that 
the Congress will try to push through some alternate legislation. 

A two-price bill for cotton has been introduced in the House by 
Rep. Jamie Whitten. A companion bill has been introduced in the 
Senate. You'll be hearing more about it. 


No More Farm Bloc 


One big advantage you, the farmer, are fast losing—have practi- 
cally already lost beyond recall—is the once solid farm bloc. It is 
no longer solid. Farm state boys “on the hill” are dividing their ranks 
along commodity lines—which means city congressmen are calling the 
shots more and more. Pretty soon we'll be dancing to their tune.

SUDDEN DEATH of the Acreage Reserve will 
leave sponsors of a plan to expand cotton 
acreage in 1958 almost hopelessly befud- 
dled. They have figured, rightly, that 
something between 17 and 18 million acres 
will be required in planting in 1958 to 
meet the needs of the domestic and export 
markets. They thought that they could 
give the folks who wanted to grow cotton 
about 20% more acres in return for a price 
reduction of about 10%. They figured that 
allotments of 21 million acres would be 
reduced to the desired figure by the 
placing of something more than 3 million 
acres in the Soil Bank. 


WITHOUT AN ACREAGE RESERVE, the law says 
that the allotments in 1958 must be 17.5 
million acres. As it stands today, there 
will be no extra acres, no price reduc- 
tion. Frantic efforts are being made, 
however, to insure that cotton prices will 
trend toward a level which is competitive 
with rayon staple fiber, and that there 
will be no return to the cycle of sur- 


pluses and scarcity. 


THE EXPORT SALES PROGRAM has demonstrated 
that competitive price would recover mar- 
kets lost of rayon. Unless there is legis-= 
lation to change the trend, cotton prices, 
already on their way up because of the 
inflationary parity formula, will be 85% 
of parity in 1958. By 1959 they will be 
90% of parity -- and there will be no 
acreage restrictions. The result would be 
in 1960 that supports would drop to 75% of 
parity and the allotted acreage would be 
in the neighborhood of 12 million. Can 
farmers take a 50% cut in acreage and a 15% 
cut in price in one year? They may have to 
if the law isn't changed to prevent it. 











THE SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE has called the 
1956 loan as of Aug. 1, 1957. That means 
that on that date, the CCC will take it 
over and make it available for sale at a 
discount for export. Many farmers will 
have an opportunity to sell their equities 
before that date as buyers seek to get 
quality cotton. Don't hold your equities 
too long! If you can get something out of 
them, sell theu.

THIS NEW PARITY FORMULA is geared to infla- 
tion. In spite of the fact that the sup- 
port level was lowered from 82.5 to 77% of 
parity in 1957, the climbing parity has 
wiped out the difference in price and 
farmers this season will get as much -- or 
more <= than they did last year. The 
growers of quality cottons are certain to 
receive more because of the high premiums 
for that cotton. And the law may force 
the price up another cent. The Secretary 
of Agriculture must make a new appraisal 
of the supply situation on July 3l. The 
heavy exports seem to make it certain that 
he can do nothing except raise the sup- 
port level. 


THIS IS A YEAR when quality will pay off. 
There is an acute shortage of cottons of 
1-1/32 inch staple and longer and of 
quality of Middling or better. The cur- 
tailed acreage this year will not provide 
enough of these cottons to fill the market 
demand. Buyers will be bidding well over 
the loan price. The farmer who has them 
will have a ready market. 

If the crop is short, as the late start 
and uncertain conditions seem to indicate, 
then the situation will be even more 
critical and the bidding for the quality 
cottons more intense. 


RESEARCH IS CRACKING open the doors of op- 
portunity for cotton. The new processes, 
new finishes, new weaves that are being 
developed point toward new markets and 
greater consumption for cotton. A meeting 
of textile leaders in New York late in May 
saw pictured the fertile fields of oppor- 
tunity which were waiting for cotton. All 
it takes is the exploitation of the pro- 
cesses already known, and more research to 
keep pace with the synthetic fibers which 
try to ape cotton or develop qualities 
that cotton does not possess. 











THE LAW REQUIRING the labeling of textiles 
to show their content will do much for 
cotton once it is enacted.

TOTAL MECHANIZATION 


iO MANY a farm boy from the peanut country, a hitch 

in the army was a breeze. He'd grown up putting in 
too many long days following a mule down the peanut rows, 
and later cutting stackpoles and heaping the dirty vines 
around them 

Tractors and multiple-row equipment have replaced most 
of the mules, but not the stackpoles. Peanuts still take a 
lot of hard work; they're about the hardest major crop to 
mechanize completely. 

But total mechanization is close. Researchers and some 
ingenious peanut growers are fast solving some of the big 
problems in the way of all-mechanized harvesting. With 
some improvements in harvesters now being made, the stack- 
pole may soon become obsolete 

Using a stationary peanut picker, it takes an average of 
35 man-hours per acre to dig, stack and pick peanuts in 
North Carolina. By picking stock peanuts with the windrow 
combine, you can cut the number of hours to 28. By com- 
bining from the windrow and drying in bins, you can cut 
the number of hours to eight. That’s the estimate of North 
Carolina State College's agricultural engineers W. T. Mills 
and J. W. Dickens 

[he most promising way of mechanizing in their area, 
they believe, is to dig, shake and windrow in one operation, 
then combine the partially dried windrows 

With enough good weather, moisture content of the nuts 
in the windrow can be brought down to about 20 percent 
for easy combining, then on down to about 10 percent by 
storing and curing in loosely stacked bags. 


this combine to bulk handling of 
threshed nuts, with same kind of bin 
used on grain combines.

In Georgia, Alabama and Florida, total mechanization of 
peanut harvesting has become a fairly common practice 
But there are still serious problems. One of them is the 
loss of quality from mechanical harvesting and artificial 
curing. Drying the nuts too rapidly during curing—either 
in the windrow or artificially—lowers the quality, The loose 
seed coats, hard kernels and off-flavor which result from 
poorly cured nuts are bringing increasing complaints. The 
complaints come from the buyers who take the 95 percent 
of the crop which is used for purposes other than oil 


Quality vs. Combining 


In the Gulf South, weather conditions do sometimes make 
it possible to leave peanuts in the windrow for complete 
drying before combining. But it’s often impossible to mar- 
ket high-quality peanuts that way. 

Georgia Extension specialist J. Frank McGill recommends 
combining the peanuts from the windrow in a semi-dry state, 
instead. Let them stay in the windrow only until the pods 
are dry enough to rattle slightly when handled, he suggests 
That'll usually be from two to four days after they're dug 
Then pick them for artificial custom drying or on-the-farm 
drying. Air temperatures during artificial drying of the nuts 
must not be allowed to go over 100 degrees, according to 
McGill. , 

Agricultural engineers at the University of Florida con 
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clude that peanuts can be artificially dried from a moisture 
content as high as 40 percent without injuring the peanuts 
In Florida experiments, air temperatures of up to 110 de 
grees did not reduce the germination percentage or |

N. ONE had to sell dairyman John Tufts, Dallas 
County, Texas, on the value of green chop and silage. He 
weighed his milk and convinced himself. 

One of the nation’s “Outstanding Young Farmers” this 
year, Tufts led all DHIA herds of over 50 cows in milk 
in Texas during 1956. His record: 93 cows in milk, averag- 
ing 10,650 pounds of milk, with 468 pounds of butterfat 
per cow. 

His grazing, green chop and silage feeding plan, estab- 
lished during the recent drouth, works like this: 

Grazes a mixture of madrid clover and oats in early spring 
Begins cutting and hauling the oats and clover to the cows 
about May |. Has sweet sudan, 50 acres divided into three 
fields and planted three weeks apart, ready when oats and 
clover play out Tufts plants the sudan in late February. 
Has 50 acres of hegari, in two fields planted two weeks apart. 

The excess of each field that the cows don’t eat as green 
chop goes into the 1,400 ton trench silo The 200 acres 
of oats and clover is plowed in early summer and seeded 
to hegari 

“In spring and summer I feed green chop free choice, no 
hay unless digestive disorders show up. Cows in milk get 
first shot at the feed barn and the dry cows and heifers clean 
up after them,” Tufts explains 

Green chop is usually available until frost and then silage 
is fed Tufts buys corn silage from neighbors to finish fill- 
ing his silo 

“I don’t try to raise small grains or hay crops. I don't

Integration? 





Vertical integration places production 
under central management for financ- 
ing, feeding and marketing. It has 
been common in the broiler business 
for years. Now it’s spreading through- 
out the poultry industry. Will it make 
poultry production a factory opera- 


tion instead of a farm operation? 











HE foods sub-committee of the House Small Business 
Committee, under Rep. Brown (Dem., Mo.), has ceased 
hearings on poultry industry “integration.” 

In the main, the committee has concerned itself with verti- 
cal integration—the common practice of bringing different 
phases of production and marketing together under central 
management and financing. 

The Senate Agriculture Committee, meanwhile (as a re- 
sult of a resolution by Senator Kerr Scott of North Caro- 
lina), has taken a different approach to investigation of the 
industry. This committee has hired a former FBI man, Ed 
Guinane, to make the investigation for them. 

His commission is to (1) determine whether collusion and 
monopolistic controls are involved; (2) determine if govern- 
ment controls should be established; and (3) assess vertical 
integration hazards and advantages. 

Testimony before the House committee has, on the whole, 
indicated a desire on the part of the industry people for 
the government to keep “hands off” and let them solve their 
own problems—which they freely admit do exist. (Over- 
production and low prices supposedly prompted investiga- 
tions.) However, the committee has talked mostly to people 
involved in some type of integrated operation, very little to 
actual independent producers. 

Testimony went like this:

errors in market estimates cannot and should not be insured 
against, by either private or public agencies . the risk 
enterprise system has worked well to date and will continue 
to work stability in its final form is rigor mortis 

Oscar Straube, Chairman of the Board, American Feed 
Manufacturers there is an adjustment taking place 

Danger Signals? 

Somehow, the reports about industry feeling concerning 
government intervention just don't tally out right 

First it was reported by a Texas poultry group that 
“95 percent of the broiler growers in Texas are in favor of 
government control of broiler production and prices On 
the other hand, at least one survey in Georgia has shown 
growers “about 75 percent against it.” Another survey indi- 
cates industry-wide that poultry folks are against controls 


Help or Hindrance? 


And now, Delaware's Senator Williams has jumped into 
the act with more on his favorite subject—claims that the 
government is financing expansion in the industry at a time 
when it suffers from overproduction. He said six agencies 
are guilty—and pointed out that $13 million had been loaned 
by government agencies for poultry development in one 
Georgia county alone (Cherokee) 

It turns out that the $13 million was the total amount 
outstanding on the books, to the Georgia Cotton Producers 
Association with Banks for Cooperatives. CPA has its 
poultry headquarters in Cherokee, but operates all over the 
State, with many varied enterprises. 

Yet, by their own reports to the House committee, the 
agencies have financed poultry expansion as follows: 

Farmers Home Administration—approved $3,160,000 in loans 
for egg production in 1956. 

Federal Housing Administration—irsured 587 loans for build- 
ing poultry houses. 

Federal Land Banks—have advanced $6,369,000 for poultry 
house construction since 1954. 

Banks for Cooperatives—Had nearly $14 million outstanding 
with poultry co-ops as of March, 1957. 

In addition, Senator Williams points out that the Veterans 
Administration has financed some poultry operations. And 
that, while the Small Business Administration may not make 
loans to farmers, it does support hatcheries and other allied 
businesses.

What these west Tennesseans did, you and your neighbors can do 


wa STOOD on the edge of a canyon-like gully in 
George Sisco’s pasture, looked at the bottom nearly 
20 feet below us and the far side of the gully more than 
30 feet away, and wondered if we could scramble across it 
on foot without breaking a leg. George remembered that, 
30 years ago—long before he owned the place—you could 
drive a wagon across this same spot with hardly a bump. 

There were other gullies, almost as bad, in George Sisco’s 
pasture, and in other pastures in the Wolf Creek Watershed 
in west Tennessee. There were country roads which had 
to be relocated every few years, when roaring runoff water 
slashed the roadside ditches into ugly chasms, and chewed 
away at the roadbeds until they were impassable. 

It wasn’t hard to find the missing soil. Some of it had 
floated on to the Mississippi River and the Gulf of Mexico. 
But the heavier silt and sand wasn’t far off. Some of it 
still clogged the channel of little Sand Creek, which drained 
the farms of George Sisco and some of his neighbors, Some 
of it still lay on bottomland acres further down little Sand 
Creek, where annual spring and summer floods had carried it. 

The floods haven't been completely stopped—yet. Two

upstream dams soon to be completed on usually-tiny, some- 
times-turbulent Sand Creek will stop them once and for all. 
When real cloudbursts come, these two dams—and some 
smaller “gully plugs” on individual farms—will stop the run- 
off before it turns Sand Creek into a torrent. 

But much of the problem of Sand Creek watershed is 
already solved. For the last three years, George Sisco’s 
gullies—and those of his neighbors along Sand Creek—have 
been healing themselves. The gullies don’t dump their own 
runoff into Sand Creek nowadays. Young pines, perennial 
legumes and grass—protected from livestock—now carpet 
the bottoms of George’s once-barren gullies and erodable 
hillsides. Very little water runs off, and no soil goes with 
it. Much of the topsoil is long gone, but a new topsoil 
is slowly being built. 

Multiply George Sisco by the other owners and operators 
in the watershed, and you've got the answer. Most of the 


rain stays where it falls—on the pastures and fields. Sand 
Creek doesn’t have to carry floods of runoff, and doesn’t 
have to dump silt and sand on the bottomlands. And down- 
stream landowners along Wolf

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Creek—which takes the runoff from 
Sand Creek tributary—don't get flood- 
ed either. ’ 

Spontaneous awakening? No; give 
a lot of credit to the owners and op- 
erators along Sand Creek tributary, 
who're realizing and believing what 
upstream conservation means. But 
give a lot of credit, too, to the crusad- 
ing hard work and conscientiousness 
of Soil Conservation District super- 
visor Sam Dunn, dairyman. And to 
supervisors Farley Murphey. Billy 
Cowan, Durward McLennan and John 
Wilder, who helped get the project 
started 

But if you could see Sand Creek 
now, clear and calm instead of muddy 
and turbulent, and if you could see 
George Sisco’s gully-ruined pastures 
and his neighbors’ drowned bottom- 
land fields slowly coming to life again, 
vou'd figure it’s well worth ti

But, the Lucullian feasts turned out by today’s 
backyard grills are a far cry from those meals of 
meat, burned outside and raw inside, the pioneers 
endured. Outdoor cooking these days is an art 
an art, however, anyone can master 

An outdoor cookery set-up is within the range 
of the slimmest budget. Your family may want 
to go all out for an elaborate fieldstone or brick 
grill complete with patio. On the other hand, your 
steak or barbecue will be just as luscious from an 
inexpensive grill from your hardware store, or one 
you've made yourself for practically nothing An 
old pot (with holes in bottom or a shelf which will 
let air through) makes a fine barbecue pit 

For the home handyman, the construction of a 
grill is a simple matter A brick fireplace is attrac- 
tive, but much more work than a simple portable 
set-up. First, you'll need a fireproof container which 
stands on legs or can be put up off the ground on 
a few bricks Holes should be drilled at intervals 
near the bottom to allow for good air circulation 
A large metal can designed for garbage, oddly 
enough, makes a fine cookery unit.

To freeze cream-style corn: There 
are two ways by which you can pre- 
pare cream-style corn for freezing. 
The usual way is: Scald corn, cool. 
Cut corn from cob about halfway of 
the kernel, with the back of the knife, 
scrape the cob. Put in freezer con- 
tainers, leave '2-inch for head room. 
Freeze. 

The second way is: Cut corn from 
the cob, scrape cob with back of the 
knife. Cook corn over boiling water 
12 minutes. Cool in ice-cube trays or 
in baking pan set in ice water. Pack- 
age in freezer containers; leave '2-inch 
head space, and freeze. 

To freeze corn-on-the-cob: Sweet 
corn is best for freezing on the cob, 
though field corn may be used. 

Remove husks and silk. Scald small 
ears 7 minutes, medium ears 9 min- 
utes, large ears 11 minutes. Plunge 
immediately into ice water. Cool for 
one and one-half times as long as 
scalding time. Corn that is not scalded 
or cooled long enough will have a 
“cobby” taste. When thoroughly cool, 
put in a plastic or laminated bag or 
wrap in freezer foil or freezer paper. 
Several ears—enough for a meal, may 
be packaged together. 


Do Your Starching 


In Your Automatic Washer 


Here is a time-saving way to starch 
the family wash in your automatic 
washing machine: 

STEP | Make 2 to 4 quarts of 
heavy starch. (For each quart of boil- 
ing water measure into small pan or 
bow! 3 tablespoons of starch. Mix the 
starch with enough cool water to make 
a mixture about the thickness of light 
cream when well stirred. Start stir- 
ring the boiling water. Slowly add the 
starch and water mixture while stir- 
ring. Starch will turn from milky 
white to clear.) 

STEP 2. Fill washer %4 to % full 
with medium or hot water. 

STEP 3. Add the starch. Run the 
machine about 2 minutes to mix starch 
and water. 

STEP 4. Put in the articles to be 
starched. Run the machine 2 to 4 
minutes. 

STEP 5. Drain the starch water 
out and open-dry the clothes for | to 
2 minutes. Too long spin-drying will 
remove too much starch.

Fire Can kill 


It is shocking to consider that seven 
thousand Americans die each year as 
a result of fires. Of course many other 
thousands suffer pain and injury from 
burns 

Eighty percent of these accidents 
happen right at home. Careless smok 
ing — especially smoking in bed 
causes many of these accidents. Cloth 
ing catching fire when near a stove 
or fireplace, children playing with 
matches, the use of kerosene or gaso 
line to start fires — all of these are 
important and unnecessary causes of 
accidents from fire. Overheated and

For Dependents 
of Servicemen 


For the past six months our largest 
experiment in civilian medical care has 
been in effect. Since last December, 
two million wives and children of ac- 
tive duty servicemen have been eligible 
for private hospital and medical care 
with the government picking up most 
of the tab. 

This service is only available for 
acute diseases. In general, it includes 
only hospital care, although some in- 
juries may be treated outside a hospital.

Don't ever 
do it. For non-acid foods as beets, 
corn and beans, the only safe way is 
in the pressure cooker. The open- 
kettle way of canning, which some of 
us used until we learned better, is a 
waste of produce. Then, too, you run 
the risk of transferring bacteria to the 
jars when you take the food from the 
open kettle and put it into the jars. 
It is all right to use the open kettle 
for jams, preserves, conserves, relishes 
and pickles Those foods are cooked 
with enough sugar or vinegar to help 
keep them from spoiling 

All fruits may be canned without 
a sweetening But the shape, flavor 
and color are better when a sweeten- 
ing is used at the time of canning 
As a rule, a syrup made of sugar is 
better to use than sugar. Choose the 
syrup—light, medium or heavy—that 
is right for the fruit and your taste.

of some vegetables was more than 
double that in the uncovered garden 
and, best of all, the back-breaking job 
of weeding was almost eliminated. 

Convinced by his experiments that 
the film would pay for itself many 
times over, Dr. Emmert lost no time 
in putting it to work for himself. Last 
year he planted four acres of Ken- 
tucky Wonder string beans weeks 
earlier than usual, covering the ground 
with thin black polyethylene film, then 
planting the seeds through the film. 
The covering kept the ground 10 de- 
grees warmer during the early spring, 
kept soil moisture from evaporating as 
the season progressed and smothered 
weeds. As a result, he began market- 
ing his crop weeks earlier than usual 
at top prices, and got an increased 
yield of about 50 percent. Now he 
has a special tractor designed to un- 
roll the film from a reel, punch holes 
for rain water and plant the seed, all 
in One operation. 

This method of using the film is 
called “mulching,” an old farm and 
garden practice used to keep the soil 
soft and moist, discourage weeds and 
protect fruits and vegetables from rot- 
ting through contact with the soil. 
Peat moss, straw, sawdust and even 
newspapers have been used for this 
purpose, but the film does all these 
jobs better and is easier to apply. It 
is so effective in preventing moisture 
evaporation during rainless periods 
that Dr. Emmert has often found the 
soil moist beneath the film when un- 
protected soil has been baked hard and 
dry by the sun. In many cases the 
film has lasted for three growing sea- 
It can be rolled up and re-used, 
or left in place to prevent weed growth 
between seasons and to keep the soil 
soft and workable. 

Every mail brings Dr. Emmert a 
stack of letters from agricultural scien- 
tists, farmers and home gardeners, and 
every kind of row crop is now grow- 
ing on uncountable film-covered fields 
and gardens throughout the country. 
Last year Vern Clarkson, a horticul- 
turist at the Oregon Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, tried the plastic film 
on tomato fields and harvested 20 tons 
of marketable fruit per acre, while he 
got only 12 tons from untreated plots. 
In one season the film paid for itself 
three times, and he states that it should 
last for three or four years. Citrus 
growers are also testing the film to 
choke weeds around young trees, since 
the usual cultivation sometimes cuts 
their roots.

This spring, several plastic fabricat- 
ing firms launched advertising cam- 
paigns and distributed the film for 
home gardeners, through department 
stores, garden supply shops and hard- 
ware stores throughout the country. 
A leading manufacturer, the Kordite 
Company, of Macedon, N. Y., sells a 
40-inch-wide roll, which will cover 324 
square feet, for $5.95. This means 
that a 50 x 20-ft. vegetable garden can 
be “plastic-mulched” for about $18, o1 
$6 a year. Prices are much lower, of 
course, when the film is sold in bulk 
for large acreages 

The film is also used around shrubs, 
young shade trees and flower beds 
Since some home owners object to the 
pavement-like appearance of the black 
film in ornamental gardens, the Kord- 
ite Company is testing an earth-colored 
film, which also kills weeds by depriv- 
ing them of light 

Dr. Emmert’s first interest in “plas- 
tic farming” stemmed from his 23-year 
campaign to build cheaper greenhouses 
for the small farmer and the home 
gardener. After he had tried many 
materials to take the place of expen- 
sive glass, the polyethylene film came 
on the market. It seemed the answer 
to his problem. Tests showed that in 
many cases plants grew even better 
under film than under glass. On his 
farm today there is a large plastic 
greenhouse which cost $500. Stand- 
ing beside it is a conventional glass 
greenhouse which cost him $15,000 
As a general rule, he says, a plastic 
house can be built for about one- 
twentieth of the cost of a glass house 
And, while the plastic cover must be 
renewed yearly, it makes greenhouses 
possible for the first time for people 
who cannot make big investments 

Dr. Emmert has raised tomatoes, 
lettuce, eggplant, cabbage and other 
crops in his greenhouse, and farmers 
throughout Kentucky have beaten a 
path to his door. Now he estimates 
that there are between 200 and 300 
plastic greenhouses in the state. 

To determine the effect of variously 
tinted daylight on plant growth, Dr 
Emmert also has a row of greenhouses 
covered with red, blue, orange and 
clear plastic film, in which he grows 
roses, carnations and other flowers for 
the market. So far, he reports, they 
seem to do best under red and orange 
If this work pays off, the farm of the 
future may be a gaudy spectacle.

Straight Talk

HE budget will be cut a few billion. Nibbling is bet- 
ter than nothing, but nibbling won't do. Some cuts 
merely postpone spending. The politicians are now compet- 
ing for center stage position with juggling acts which will 
cut items that will be restored later. Let’s not be fooled 
by disappearing rabbits which multiply while they're out of 
sight. Cutting spending—and eventually taxes—a few bil- 
lion is just spitting in the ocean. What's urgently needed 
is to cut out entirely many of the fixed programs. 
Abraham Lincoln said: “The legitimate object of govern- 
ment is to do for a community of people whatever they 
need to have done, but cannot do at all, or cannot so well 
do, for themselves—in their separate and individual capaci- 
ties. In all that the people can individually do as well for 
themselves, government ought not to interfere.” 
Isn't that principle as sound now as it was when Lincoln 
said it? 


State Aid to Federal—Not Federal to State 


There are some 50 different federal grant-in-aid programs. 
They cut across and duplicate every function of state and 
local government. 

In 1914 state and local governments spent 70 percent of 
all money spent by government. Now 70 percent is spent 
by Washington bureaucrats. 

The grabbing for this easy-come “free” cash has replaced 
baseball as the national pastime. 

\ big part of our tax money never comes back to us 
in services—but is lived up by the swarms of bureaucrats 
whose hands it goes through. 

We can cease becoming tax-slaves by taking the money 
away from the government. The bureaucrats will keep their 
hands in our pockets as long as we'll let them. 

How long, Americans, O how long, are we going to let 
political leeches suck our blood? The evidence is over- 
whelming that all the states, rich and poor, have lost by 
the tederal aid system. 

In a little town, or a city for that matter, the people know 
pretty well what money should be spent for and what it 
shouldn't. They'll refuse to put up their own money for 
And when they do spend they'll get 
their money’s worth—or know the reason why. 

It’s ridiculous the way states, rich and poor, holler “help” 
to Washington every time they have a flood, a drouth, a 
tornado or anything emotional enough to get the rest of 
the country to pay for it—after the Washington bureaucrats 
get their take. 

Paul Revere rode to the rescue of the nation. The aver- 
age congressman rides to the rescue of his district’s pet pork 
barrel 

State aid so the federal government is the answer. The 
federal government has enough other sources of income to 
provide necessary services—if it quits the foreign aid give- 
aways and gets out of the 19,000 businesses it has no busi- 
ness in, which the Gwinn Amendment would force it to do. 

We've got to tear down this monstrous, cancerous federal 
bureaucracy. How? Ways have already been proposed

which can snatch the reins of government from the hands 
of the power-maddened bureaucrats and return to the grass 
roots, to the state and local governments, their just powers, 
taxing ability, rights, and responsibilities. Here are some 
cures: 


How-To-Do-lIts 


1. Repeal or drastically curtail the federal income tax. 
The Hoffman Amendment calls for outright repeal of the 
federal income tax, effective five years after ratification by 
the states. 

The proposal now having the most backing is the Dirksen- 
Gwinn Amendment which would put a 25 percent ceiling 
on individual income taxes except in times of national emer- 
gency and limit to 15 percentage points the difference which 
can ever separate the bottom and top rates. 

The Dirksen-Gwinn Amendment is based on the fact that 
the only legitimate function of taxation is to raise revenue, 
not to change or destroy a system of society. Thirty-two 
state legislatures have passed a similar bill which would 
amend the U. S. Constitution to put a ceiling on the federal 
income tax. Two-thirds of the states having spoken, Con- 
gress is obligated to call a constitutional convention which 
will have the power to submit a specific amendment to the 
states for ratification. 

If the spenders can’t tax it, they can’t spend it. 

2. Limit the debt and the budget. If they can't tax it 
or borrow it, they can’t spend it. The Bridges-Byrd-Curtis 
Amendment would require the federal budget to be balanced 
each year by limiting Congressional spending in any fiscal 
year to the estimated receipts of the government that year, 
except in times of grave national emergency. 

3. Drastically reduce U. S. aid to friendly foreign coun- 
tries, and set up a soon-to-come D-Day for Operation Cessa- 
tion. Eliminate aid now to enemies like Tito, Russia’s Trojan 
Horse. A friend bought is not worth the price paid. 


Kill Foreign Aid and Save America 


Foreign aid is an ill-conceived, misbegotten mother- 
devouring monster. There’s no such thing as buying per- 
fect safety—and there’s no such thing as ever satisfying the 
military, or the State Department. 

Boss Tweed said, “The way to have power is to take it.” 
The politicians have taken it—and us. This government of 
subsidy, by bribery, and for votes must be returned to the 
people. 

Like Marcus Aurelius, the people are beginning to ask, 
“What meat doth this our Caesar eat, that he has grown 
so strong?” 

The people waketh up that ‘tis their meat. Some people 
think it’s a hopeless fight. Maybe so. But if Washington 
at Valley Forge had taken that attitude, there might never 
have been a free America. The President can't stop it— 
and Congress won't stop it. Not until the people demand 
a return to the Constitution by demanding restrictive and 
limiting legislation which will chain the politicians to the 
Constitution.
